OXFORD UNIVERSITY EXTENSION 

MEETING. 

Four House of Education students attended the first part 
of the Summer Meeting at Oxford. A more delightful holiday 
and change it would be difficult to imagine. You live in one 
of the women’s colleges, and can compare their training, life, 
and education with one’s own college days, and you can 
explore the antiquarian marvels of the colleges, or attend 
lectures and discussions, or loll on the river all day, accord- 
ing to taste.

Lord Courtney and Mr. St. Loe Strachey, and Mr. Philip 
Snowden, M.P., and Mr. George Barnes, M.P., &c. If the 
meeting did nothing else it affords women, who often lead 
very narrow lives, a marvellous opportunity of meeting and 
hearing the opinions of every class and every nationality on 
matters of social import, and compels one to realise the 
oneness of all civilizations, the unity of aim in all true 
education, and the solidarity of the race.
